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A History of Holstein Organization in America 
The Rise and Fall of the Proxy System—Details of 1919 and 1921 Annual Meetings

ity of our breeders believe in fair play 

and want to know the truth with respect 
to the affairs of their Association. The facts 
have been so distorted in the voluminous prop- 
aganda circulated among the breeders by the in- 
terests back of the proposed Harrisburg registry 
association and these half truths and. positive 
misstatements have been allowed so long to go 
unchallenged and uncorrected that some breed- 
ers not in close touch with the affairs of the 
Association and unfamiliar with the facts, may 
have come to accept such statements as facts 
merely from their frequent reiteration. They 
have well realized that a depression existed; 
they have known that they were unable to mar- 
ket their surplus animals to as good advantage 
as they could in earlier years; they have been 
told over and over again that the shortcomings 
of the management of the Association were re- 
sponsible for this condition and some of our 
breeders may have. been in a frame of mind to 
give credence to such statements. 

It is well known that a small group of mal- 
contents in any organization can cause trouble 
by playing upon the natural resentment of the 
rank and file that is always ready to boil up in 
times of stress and to strike down those who are 
in position of leadership. It is comparatively 
easy to play upon passions and prejudices, to 
excite class hatred, to appeal to the sorely tried 
pocketbook in times of financial crises. Far 
easier this than a constructive program. 

But a study of the facts, an examination of 
the motives back of these appeals will satisfy 
the normal minded breeder, burdened though he 
is with troubles of his own, that a cheap substi- 
tute for honest Holstein government cannot be 
hoped for in this new proposal. He will discover 
as he studies the situation that the best way out 
is to work whole-heartedly through the Holstein-

Friesian Association of America to bring about 
the hoped for improvement in conditions. 

In the printed circular that has been distrib- 
uted so widely among the members of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America, the 
promoters of the proposed new registry associa- 
tion make great point of the efforts they have 
put forth to correct the “evils” they see in its 
policies and management and that the only 
remedy is secession because the members have 
been “disfranchised”’. 

Let us see if the facts justify this scathing 
criticism and denunciation, and see if the “dis- 
ease” complained of is really any worse than the 
“remedy” offered. To understand fully the sit- 
uation in the Association, it is necessary to go 
back a little in its history. 'The Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America originally was 
incorporated under the laws of the State of New 
York by a special act of the legislature of that 
state. Under this special act, it was gener- 
ally considered by the legal authorities of the 
Association that it had no right to hold its 
meetings outside New York State. In response 
to a general and growing demand on the part 
of breeders, it was decided to reincorporate the 
Association under the General Membership Cor- 
porations law of the State of New York, which 
was held to permit the holding of meetings of 
the Association in any state in which it had 
members. 

The first meeting after the reincorporation 
was held at Chicago, Illinois, in 1914, and here 
new by-laws were unanimously adopted which, 
instead of providing for the management of the 
Association by a Board of Officers, consisting of 
a president, three vice-presidents, secretary- 


treasurer, superintendent of Advanced Registry, 
and six directors as in the earlier years, vested 
the management in a Board of nine Directors 
and made the Board of Directors financially 
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responsible for the Association. The other officers, con- 
sisting of a president, vice-president, secretary, treasurer, 
and superintendent of Advanced Registry do not share 
this responsibility. The meeting in Chicago in 1914 was 
the largest that had yet been held up to that time and the 
wisdom of the change in permitting the ho‘ding of the 
meetings in other sections of the country outside New York 
State was reflected in the increased interest and growth 
of the Association. In 1915, the Association meeting re- 
turned to Syracuse, N. Y., while the 1916 meeting was held 
at Detroit, going back east again to Worcester, Mass., in 
1917. The 1918 meeting was held at Milwaukee, Wiscon- 
sin, this being the largest meeting held up to that time. 


This brings us to the meeting held at Philadelphia in 
June 1919, which marked the beginning of the period 
complained of in Doc Reynolds’ printed circular. The 
most important amendments to the By-Laws in the Call 
for the Philadelphia meeting were proposals to increase 
the size of the Board of Directors to sixteen and to in- 
crease the fees for transfer for the purpose of providing 
larger funds to be used for extension work. The resolu- 
tion relating to the increase in the size of the Board of 
Directors was introduced by Mr. J. B. Irwin, of Minnesota, 
and read as follows: 


RESOLVED, That the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America hereby determines to change the number of 
its Directors. 

RESOLVED, That the number of the Directors of 
this Association be changed from nine to sixteen, and the 
Officers and Directors of the Association are hereby di- 
rected to prepare or cause to be prepared and executed 
and acknowledged by a majority of the Directors of this 
Association, and file the necessary certificate or cer- 
tificates to effect said change, in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 9 of the Membership Corporations 
Law of the State of New York. 


Mr. A. L. Brockway, of New York, seconded the motion 
and the resolution was adopted without objection. 

Mr. Irwin then offered the following amendment to 
make this change in the number of directors immediately 
effective, as stated in the Call for the meeting. Following 
is the amendment offered by Mr. Irwin and adopted with- 
out objection by the meeting: 


To amend Article II, Section 1 (b), so as to read as 
follows: (b) There shall be 10 Directors elected at the 
Annual Meeting in June 1919—one for one year, one for 
two years, four for three years and four for four years. 
The present Directors whose terms expire A. D, 1920, 
and A. D. 1921, shall continue to serve the balance of 
the term for which they were elected 


It is evident, therefore, that members clearly under- 
stood the purpose and effect of the proposal and that the 
increase in size of the Board was to take effect at once. 
The other proposition relative to the increase in transfer 
fees to $1.00 for members and $2.00 for non-members, 
with double fees on applications filed more than six 
months from date of sale, was offered by Mr. Brockway 
and seconded by Mr. William Bishop of Washington. The 
amendment was unanimously adopted. 


The meeting then proceeded in the regular order to 
the election of ten directors to carry out the provisions 
of the new by-laws adopted at this meeting. This election 
was unanimous and without objection. The new Board 
of Directors held its organization meeting that evening, 
electing an Executive Committee, consisting of Messrs. 
James A. Reynolds, Fred Pabst, G. Watson French, Fred 
F. Field and George E. Van Hagen. The Committee then 
proceeded to elect Mr. Reynolds as chairman. At this 
meeting of the Board it was voted to employ President 
Aitken at a salary of $12,000 a year to take care of the 
Extension work of the Association, as under the resolu- 
tion to increase the transfer fees, unanimously adopted 
at the meeting that day, a fund of around $100,000 a year 
was expected to be available. 


Some capital has been made of the fact that it was 
in violation of the by-laws to pay the president a salary. 
This, of course, is a mere technicality as it was clearly 
understood by everyone that Mr. Aitken was not being 
paid a salary for his services as president but for direct- 
ing the Extension program of the Association and devoting 
practically his full time to the affairs of the Association. 
Mr. Aitken conceived as the best and most productive 
method of creating good will for the Holstein-Friesian 
breed the organization of state associations with fie!d 
secretaries on the job devoting their entire time to the 
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work of promoting Holstein interest. Considerable suc- 
cess attended his efforts and, while not all of the organ- 
izations thus formed have measured up to the expectations 
of those who participated in the work, they have been of 
service to the industry in many ways although, in many 
cases, operating under difficulties during the later de- 
pression in the purebred business. 

The new administration, or, perhaps we should say 
3oard of Directors, as President Aitken had been serving 
as the head of the organization since 1914, was soon con- 
fronted by a new problem—the Cole-Cabana fraud, which 
was discovered in July 1919, only the next month after 
the Philadelphia meeting. It is unnecessary to go into 
the history of the Cole-Cabana case as that is well known 
to readers of The World. 

In 1920, with the Cabana case in progress, the Assgocia- 
tion was very solidly behind the Board of Directors in its 
determined and clean-cut stand to go to the bottom of 
the Cabana mess and expunge any records found to be 
crooked and upon the Board’s insistence upon its right 
to investigate its own internal affairs without interference 
of the Courts. *The 1920 meeting, therefore, passed in 
substantial harmony and the Association and the industry 
appeared to be on the flood tide of prosperity, with prices 
for Holsteins surpassing all previous levels. Then, dur- 
ing the latter part of 1920, the bottom dropped from under 
farm prosperity. Prices for purebred Holsteins, together 
with all other kinds of purebred live stock, started down 
the toboggan and with the steady downward swing of the 
market came a decreasing demand for the cattle even at 
the lower prices offered. Here was fertile ground for 
propaganda against the leaders in Holstein organization. 


The 1921 Meeting 


The annual meeting in 1921 held at Syracuse, New 
York, will stand out in the history of the Association as 
sounding the knell of the proxy system. It will be recalled 
that the Association at that time was in the midst of its 
litigation, defending the legal attacks made upon it by 
Oliver Cabana, Jr. The first Cabana case, attacking the 
validity of the election of the Board of Directors, had 
been won by the Association in the Supreme Court and 
upon Cabana’s appeal the position of the Association had 
been unanimously sustained in the Appellate Division, and 
Cabana’s further appeal to the Court of Appeals was pend- 
ing at the time of the convention. A very thorough and 
cleverly organized campaign to secure proxies enough to 
control the meeting in Cabana’s interest was launched. 
This camaign carefully avoided any reference to the Ca- 
bana issues upon which the rank and file of the Associa- 
tion stood squarely behind the position of the officers of 
the Association. It appealed instead to the sorely tried 
pocket books, to class feeling, passion and prejudice. One 
appeal, made by Mr. A. L. Brockway, was on the basis 
of support for an amendment to reduce transfer fees and 
to return half to the state organizations from which the 
transfers originated. This appeal attacked the extension 
work, which had been done in the years preceding, and 
promised a saving of $100,000 a year to the members. 
Brockway, it will be recalled, was the mover of the amend- 
ment to raise the transfer fees in the Philadelphia meeting 
and was one of the most insistent that Mr. Aitken should 
accept a salary from the Association for his work. He 
had later become disgruntled when important committee 
appointments were taken from him at the Philadelphia 
meeting, and had shown his sympathy with Cabana’s 
legal contentions. 

Two other letters went out to the members, asking for 
proxies to protect “the old faithful servants of the Asso- 
ciation”. At the preceding annual meeting a resolution 
had been adopted to authorize the Board of Directors 
to provide a home for the Association in some central 
location. The appeal was fruitful, the members’ response 
of Directors on account of high prices. These letters 
charged sinister motives to the Board of Directors and 
branded the national home resolution as a scheme to raid 
the treasury and to oust Secretary Houghton and Super- 
intendent Gardner by moving the offices to some other 
location. The appeal was fruitful, thee members’ response 
quite overlooking the fact that the Board had not exer- 
cised the authority in regard to securing a national home 
given it the year previou$ and that the breeders favorable 
to the administration had held sufficient votes to control 
the two preceding conventions without the necessity of

gress this year, while not as large as some we have 

seen with just over 200 head exclusive of Calf Club 
entries, deserves to rank with the highest quality shows of 
the year thus far. Six states were represented, Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota and lowa showing full state herds and with 
the representation from South Dakota, Illinois and Kansas 
as well. The Pabst string. was the most impressive from 
Wisconsin, including the junior champion female and a 
long list of other winners, all except the aged cow and 
the aged bull being of their own breeding. Carnation Milk 
Farms also had a well balanced string representing Wis- 
consin and was usually found well up in the money in the 
various classes. J. D. McDonald, another Wisconsin show- 
man, had junior champion bull and other Wisconsin ex- 
hibitors that were a factor in the show were Jefferson 
County Asylum, Joseph E. Piek, L. V. Garvens and Philip 
Linker. Numerous other small exhibitors from this state 
occasionally broke into the money. Minnesota was repre- 
sented by Minnesota Holstein Company and Grahamholm 
Farms, which were the two heaviest winners of the show 
jin point of amount of money won, in the order named, 
with Pabst a close third. These two Minnesota exhibitors 
both had well balanced strings, mostly of their own breed- 
ing, and won their share of the blues and other lesser 
prizes. p 

Iowa’s two largest exhibitors were Iowana Farms and 
Forum Holstein Farms, the former having grand champion 
cow as their outstanding contribution to the show. A 
group of small breeders from Fayette County, Iowa, who 
have been making a rather ambitious middle western 
circuit this fall, also scored heavily in many of the classes. 

South Dakota was represented by their State College, 
who brought out the senior and grand champion bull. 
Illinois had Rasmussen’s first prize two-year-old, and Vial 
& Abbott’s second prize three-year-old bull and a Ras- 
mussen two-year-old of Pabst breeding showed well in 
several of the Pabst groups. A lone exhibit from Kansas 
was the four-year-old heifer owned by George B. Apple- 
man, who took third in a strong class. 

John L. Smith, of Spokane, Washington, did the judg- 
ing in a very careful and conscientious manner. Mr. 
Smith is one of the pioneer breeders and showmen of the 
Pacific Northwest and demonstrated his ability to put his 
finger on weak spots which the ordinary observer might 
overlook. He laid great stress on good rumps and tail 
heads and good udders and stated that he was not par- 
ticularly interested in an animal’s head. Mr. Smith took 
the job with the understanding that he might call in an 
assistant in some of the large class and on close decisions 
and occasionally called in Prof. Kildee and in one class 
J. P. Eves for consultation as to his placings. To the

For the first time since the Wisconsin State Fair of 
1922, Johanna Rag Apple Pabst failed to bring home the 
bacon. This great bull, owned by Joseph E. Piek, stood 
second to the South Dakota College bull, Sir Aaggie Co- 
iantha Korndyke, who made such a good showing at last 
vear’s Waterloo and National shows and who has twice 
been grand champion at South Dakota State Fair. Here 
is a real dairy bull and with a little more strength in front 
and a slight improvement at the tail head would compare 
favorably with almost any of the greatest show bulls of 
recent years. It was his dairy quality that won him the 
decision over the Piek bull. North Star Joe Homestead, 
still showing in rather thin flesh, was third in this strong 
class. The South Dakota bull went through to senior and 
grand championship. 

In the three-year-old class, Forum Ormsby Perfection, 
ownec by Hanson, Gilley & Knief of Maynard, Iowa, won 
first over Vial & Abbott’s Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby Lad. 
It will he remembered that these two bulls placed first 
and second at Waterloo last year as two-year-olds. The 
winner in this class had a number of beautiful offspring 
in the show, exhibited by Forum Holstein Farms where 
he was bred and formerly in service, including the first 
prize senior yearling heifer and other winners. In the 
two-year-old class Halbach’s grandson of 37th nosed out 
Forum’s son of K. P. O. P. for blue ribbon in a stronger 
class than is usually seen at this age. 

The senior yearling bull class brought out the junior 
champion, Plaut Harcourt Creator, exhibited by J. D. Mec- 
Donald. This outstanding grandson of Creator has been 
junior champion wherever shown this year thus far, start- 
ing at Aurora and including the Wisconsin and Minnesota 
State Fairs. He is a bull of great size, strength and mas- 
culinity and has been outstanding wherever shown. In 
second place was a son of the first prize three-year-old out 
of last year’s All-American four-year-old heifer, exhibited 
by Forum, and Pabst had a son of Prilly in third place 

Minnesota Holstein Company scored their first blue in 
the junior yearling class on their new junior herd sire re- 
cently purchased from Grahamholm Farm and in which 
Dr. Graham still owns an interest. This bull was used 
by Dr. Graham in this show in certain.groups in which 
only animals bred by exhibitor were allowed to compete. 

The bull calf class was a large one and the judge put 
four of the youngest and smallest bulls in the ring in the

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first four places, apparently considering that their type 
and quality entitled them to consideration over the greater 
development of the older bulls in this class. Minnesota 
Holstein Company bulls placed first and sixth and Pabst 
bulls second and fourth. 

The Females 

lowana’s grand old fourteen-year-old cow, Lady Jo- 
hanna Aaggie Fayne, stood at the head of a class of nine- 
teen aged cows and was made senior and grand champion- 
ship. This is a real dairy type daughter of Sir Johanna 
Fayne with wonderful veining and an udder which for 
attachment would do credit to a cow ten years her junior. 
She has been shown four times at Waterloo since she was 
ten years old and has always placed well up in the money, 
although this was her first blue in that show. 

Carnation had two excellent cows in second and eighth 
places, with a Forum cow in third. A South Dakota cow 
was perhaps the best show cow in the ring except for 
her broken down udder, which, of course, can be excused 
in a cow more than ten years old. 

Daughters of Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King, ex- 
hibited by Minnesota Holstein Company, took first in both 
the four-year-old and three-year-old classes. In the two- 
year-old class, granddaughters of Piebe stood first and 
second. The blue went to Oakwood Piebe Allie, exhibited 
by R. V. Rasmussen, Deerfield, Illinois. This is a heifer 
that was grand champion at the Illinois State Fair the 
week before and All-American junior yearling last year 
and she attracted much attention by her symmetry and 
beauty. The Minnesota Holstein Company heifer, who has 
been just nosed out of first place on a’ narrow margin at 
all the shows in which she has appeared this year, was a 
very close second in this class. 

Forum Holstein Farms showed two daughters of the 
first prize three-year-old bull for first and seventh, a Jef- 
ferson County heifer beating out the Grahamholm entry 
for second place. 

In the junior yearling class, Pabst entries placed one, 
two, three, first going, of course, to the sensational Pabst 
American Beauty, who has been first and junior champion 
at four of the biggest shows of the year preceding Water- 


loo. She won the same honor here, although Dr. Graham's 
first prize calf, Grahamholm Hazel Colantha, gave her 


some real competition for this honor. The fact that the 
latter came very near losing to Culver’s full sister to Sir 
Inka May indicates the quality of some of the younger 
heifers in the show. The calf class was a very good one, 
but the rule that the calves must be bred by exhibitor 
operated to keep a few good calves out of the line-up, par- 
ticularly some of the Calf Club entries, which would, with- 
out a doubt, been well up in the money. Pabst entries 
placed third, fifth and seventh in this good class. 
The Advanced Registry Classes 

fowana’s grand champion, Lady Johanna Aaggie Fayne, 
had no difficulty in winning first in the class for cows 
having official yearly records begun at five years old or 
over. The two largest record daughters of Piebe—May 
Walker Ollie Homestead and Piebe Laura Veeman Artis, 
placed second and third in this class. Old May Walker, 
ten years old, showed to wonderful advantage, except that 
her udder shows the effects of her enormous production. 
She was not exhibited in the open class, which was a mis- 
take, as the judge placed her above her sister who stood 
fifth in the open. 


In the junior Advanced Registry class, Pabst’s aged 
cow, Lady Boeringhurst Pontiac, won first over the two 
Culver heifers that had been blue ribbon winners in the 


three-year-old and four-year-old classes respectively, which 
decision was hardly consistent with the judge’s previous 
placings as he admitted after the class was judged. 

The Groups 

In the group classes, Pabst made a wonderful showing 
although losing out in the coveted get of sire class. This 
herd was successful in taking the blue for Exhibitor’s 
herd, Calf herd and produce of cow and stood second to 
Grahamholm for Breeder’s Young Herd. In addition to 
this blue. Grahamholm had first and seventh get of sire, 
second, fifth and sixth produce of cow, first Advanced 
Registry cow with two of her progeny and fourth in each 
of the other groups. Minnesota Holstein Company had 
first Dairy Herd, second Calf Herd and was well up in the 
money in the other groups. 

The get of sire class was particularly hard to judge, 
there being seventeen groups in the ring scattered over a 
wet and muddy field outside the coliseum. The gathering 
darkness and the crowds of people wandering about among 
the cattle further complicated the judge’s work and as a 
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result some very good groups were overlooked. It would 
be hard to criticize the Grahamholm group in first place if 
we can justify putting a get composed entirely of young 
animals over some of the very excellent mature gets that 
were shown. This group was made up of the first prize 
young herd and minus one of the heifer calves and a very 
good group it was consisting of the first prize yearling 
bull, first prize heifer calf and two yearling heifers that 
placed well up in the money. Culver’s get of Sir Inka 
Superior Segis, including the second prize two-year-old 
heifer and second prize heifer calf, placed second. Pabst’s 
Creator get in third place and Culver’s Piebe get in fourth 
place were both groups which it must have been hard for 
any judge to turn down. Two mature gets which seemed 
to the ringside to deserve better treatment than they got 
were Iowana’s get of Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby, which 
placed eighth, and Jefierson County Asylum’s get of Dutch- 
land Creamelle Denver Prince, which was outside the 
money. 

Pabst’s junior champion yearling and her full sister— 
Rasmussen’s two-year-old—won another blue for produce 
of cow. This produce has been undefeated wherever 
shown together this year including Aurora and Illinois 
State Fair. 

Grahamholm Colantha Pauline Segis, Dr. Graham’s fa- 
mous world’s champion four-year-old, shown with her two 
daughters, one of them the second prize three-year-old in 
the open class, was the only entry in the class for Ad- 
vanced Registry cow with two of her progeny. 

The awards for premier exhibitor and premier breeder 
will be announced later, but unofficial figures indicate that 
Minnesota Holstein Company won slightly the most 
money. . 

Wisconsin won the State Herd competition, largely on 
the superority of their bulls, the Minnesota females having 
a slight edge, except of course for Pabst’s junior cham- 
pion heifer. Iowa, including the grand champion cow, was 
in third place. Detailed awards follow:

Just Think This Over 


A MONG the facts brought out in our History of Hol- 


A READER complains that we are devoting space to 





stein-Friesian Organization in America, there is one 
point of particular significance that we would call 
to your attention. 

When the Western Holstein-Friesian Breeder’s Asso- 
ciation was taken back into the fold and its herd book re- 
ceived into the records of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America, it was discovered that no less than 
eighty, out of the 2,000 registrations made, were palpably 
fraudulent and they were accordingly cancelled. The ex- 
planation was that the new association did not have the 
previous calving and breeding records of the animals con- 
cerned in its registrations and could not check up on the 
breeder who through error or intent might offer animals 
for registration that natue could never have produced. 

Without casting any reflections upon Holstein-Friesian 
breeders generally, it cannot be denied that there are a 
few—the percentage is fortunately small—who, to put it 
charitably, have consciences too elastic for the good of 
their fellow breeders where matters of their own profit are 
concerned., Some of this class have been expelled from 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America and have 
been denied its privileges. Without any records to check 
upon the accuracy of statements as to breeding dates, etc., 
the proposed new association will be at the mercy of the 
crooked or unscrupulous owner to an extent that might 
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cast serious doubt upon the accuracy of its whole herd 
book. History shows that the Western Association, with- 
out breeding records for checking, was imposed upon to 
the extent of four palpably fraudulent registrations out of 
every hundred animals accepted. Such a record now on 
any extended scale would threaten public confidence in all 
breed registry associations. 


Loyalty and Unity 


OW is the time for Holstein-Friesian breeders to show 
N their loyalty to the great organization that stands 

sponsor for our industry. We must realize that the 
purebred business is founded upon confidence, and any- 
thing which tends to cast a shadow upon public con- 
fidence in our institution definitely lowers the market 
value of all our cattle. 

The efforts that are being put forth to undermine this, 
the greatest and strongest and wealthiest and most gen- 
erally respected breed organization, while doomed to 
failure, should be considered as a personal affront by 
every member and should be dealt with accordingly. , 

This proposed organization at Harrisburg, with its 
special privileges for a preferred class of members—those 
who contribute early—does not offer any solution for the 
problems of the Holstein-Friesian breeder. Its only appeal 
is a cheap service and what does that amout to if the serv- 
ice rendered is worth less? 

Without recognition from the United States Govern- 
ment of what value is the certificate you would receive 
from the Harrisburg Association in return for the money 
you give them? You would discover promptly enough in 
case, for instance, you tried to collect tuberculosis in- 
demnity at the purebred scale on the strength of it. You 
would run into the same problem if you attempted to show 
your cattle at the fairs in purebred Holstein-Friesian 
classes. And certainly you would not find any wider 
market for your surplus animals, because even Dec Rey- 
nolds does not expect or even hope, by the wildest flight 
of faney, that the Holstein public is going to flock unani- 
mously to his banner. 

No, the remedy for any dissatisfaction that may exist 
as to the policies of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America is not to desert and join an insurrection, how- 
ever much it may appeal to the imagination, but rather 
to exercise your rights and privileges as a member—and 
abide by the wishes of the majority. In spite of what you 
may be told to the contrary, the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America is responsive to the will of the majority— 
more so than it ever was under the old proxy system— 
and here lies your remedy rather than in affiliating with a 
“rump” movement that is doomeed to failure before it 
ever gets started. 


The Cover : 


OR the sixth consecutive year, the K. P. O. P. show 
F herd of Hargrove & Arnold, built upon the blood of 

King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe, is proving a very im- 
portant factor in the winnings at the principal shows. 
For our cover illustration this week, we show a picture of 
the get of sire by King Pietertje Ormsby Fiebe, which won 
in a class of twenty-one entries at New York State Fair. 
Thus far this year, different combinations of the get of 
this sire have won the coveted honor of top place in the 
get of sire class at the Eastern States Exposition, New 
York, Iowa and Missouri State Fairs, and the Regina and 
Saskatoon Exhibitions of Canada. Only once have they 
failed to take first place, that being at Michigan, where, 
with one important member of the group missing, they 
finished second to Pabst’s Creator “get.” The group in 
the picture consists of three bulls and a cow, the cow 
being Sunny Lady 3d. She is a five-year-old with a yearly 
record in three-year-old form of 889 lbs. butter, and has 
been improving right along around the circuit as she gets 
nearer to freshening, which will be about the time of the 
Dairy Show. She is of much the same type as her famous 
sister, Dorothy Ormsby Piebe. This young cow has not 
succeeded in winning a first prize in the aged class as 
yet, but has been consistently well up in the money, never 
being lower than third. Next to her is K. P. O. P. 50th, 
sensational senior yearfing that has thus far been unde- 
feated in class, winning junior championship at lowa, 
Michigan, New York and Eastern States Exposition. Next 
ti him stands K. P. O. P. 36th, first prize three-year-old. at 
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gyracuse, while the lighter colored bull at the end is 
pinery Farms famous K. P. O. P. son, King Pietertje Jewel 
Korndyke, grand champion at Central States Exposition 
and Ohio State Fair this year. Hargrove & Arnold are 
planning the most ambitious circuit they have ever made 
with their famous show herd and, according to present 
intentions, they will ship to the Pacific International fol- 
lowing the National Dairy Show and will invade Califor- 
nia following the Portland show. 


The National Dairy Show 


URING the past month, we have carried considerable 
D materia relative to the attractions at the National 

Dairy Show, which opens at Indianapolis on October 
10. In its general educational features, this year’s show 
promises to excel any of the shows that have preceded it. 
Splendid as this feature of the show promises to be, it 
will be the Holstein exhibit that proves the real attrac- 
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tion to Holstein breeders and we are glad to be able to 
say that indications point to a most sensational line-up 
of quality. The preliminary list of. entries, published last 
week, represented thirteen states and one province of 
Canada. A complete list containing several very impor- 
tant additions to that preliminary list appears elsewhere 
in this issue. In nearly every class, the principal con- 
tenders for All-American honors will be on hand to fight 
it out. It will be a case of champion meeting champion 
day down the line. W. S. Moscrip will officiate as judge 
for the eleventh successive year, with C. L. Blackman, of 
Maine, as his assistant. The judging will commence on 
Thursday, October 15, and extend through that day and 
the next. Every Holstein breeder who can _ possibly 
arrange to come to Indianapolis for these two days is 
urged to make the trip with the positive assurance there 
they will feel well repaid for the expense and will go 
home with a higher conception of the importance of the 
dairy industry in general and the Holstein business in 
particular.

taking any “back stairs” action to remove the Secretary 
and Superintendent of Advanced Registry. Another ap- 
peal went out to defeat a proposed amendment appearing 
in the report of a committee on revision of the by-laws, 
which would give to the Board of Directors the power 
to alter, amend or repeal the by-laws of the Association. 
This proposed amendment has frequently been charged 
to James A. Reynolds, Chairman of the Committee on by- 
law revision, but the facts are that this proposal was ad- 
vanced by President Aitken and put into the report of 
the committee in deference to his judgment while Mr. 
Reynolds, Chairman of the Committee, was not even pres- 
ent at the meeting, and the proposal never had the ap- 
proval of the Board itself. Other attacks took up differ- 
ent lines, but it was very evident from the style and form 
of the letters that they were all a part of the same cam- 
paign, that all, or practically all, of them were written by 
the same individual and the printed proxies enclosed, 
through certain typographical peculiarities, were evidently 
printed on the same press. That campaign for the con- 
trol of the 1921 convention of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America was financed quite liberally by Oliver 
Cabana, Jr. We make this statement advisedly and upon 
the authority of several individuals who participated in 
that campaign while in ignorance of the fact that they 
were being used as a cat’s-paw for Cabana. Dr. Howard 
C. Reynolds, of Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, was Cabana’s 
go-between in this campaign which appears to have been 
directed behind the scenes by Eugene W. Harrington, a 
disbarred lawyer in Cabana’s employ. A large contribution 
to the fund was made by Brattleboro civic interests 
through the influence of Secretary Houghton to defeat 
the proposition for a National home in some other loca- 
tion. It is only fair to state that we do not believe Mr. 
Houghton realized quite what bad company he was getting 
into in this combination. 

When the time for the meeting arrived, it was found 
that four men, who had solicited proxies on these issues, 
held enough proxies to control the meeting absolutely if 
they voted in unison, which they did upon every issue 
arising in the convention. They refused to adopt a res- 
olution commending the Board of Officers on its vigorous 
prosecution of the Cabana case and they introduced a 
resolution that in its effect would have turned out of 
office the old Board and elected an entire new Board of 
Directors. Their nerve failed them, however, when it 
became necessary either t» amend their resolution or 
openly admit their intention. The resolution referred to 
was introduced by Harry C. Reynolds, a relative of Doc 
Reynolds, and his floor manager. It read as follows: 

“RESOLVED, That the officers and directors elected 

at this meeting proceed to determine without fear or 

favor the charges aganst Messrs. Cole and Cabana now 

pending before this Association’s representatives.”’ 

The words “elected at this meeting’ were stricken out 
when it was evident that the temper of the members 





present might otherwise have precipitated a riot. ‘The 
transfer fees were reduced by the proxy vote held by the 
controlling group, although the reduction was opposed 
by over 75 per cent of the more than five hundred mem- 
bers who were present and had heard the discussions. A 
resolution to rescind the authority given to the Board to 
provide a national home for the Association was defeated 
by vote of the members present but later on in the meet- 
ing another similar resolution was introduced and a roll 
call demanded. Such authority was rescinded by vote 
of the proxies controlling this meeting. It is interesting 
to note that Doc Reynolds makes some point of the fact 
that his new association is “all under one roof”. 

The last business of the meeting was the election of 
officers. The controlling group nominated Hon. Frank O. 
Lowden for president and George E. Stevenson, one of 
their cohorts, for vice-president. Both Brockway and Doc 
Reynolds tried to get on the slate as directors, but Judge 
Peasley, who held a large block of the controlling proxies, 
would not stand for this. Mr. Lowden had been present 
the first day of the convention and had assured a number 
of the members that under no circumstances would he ac- 
cept the nomination for president. The controlling group, 
however, insisted upon electing him in place of Mr. Aitken, 
evidently upon the belief that he would not serve and that 
vice-president Stevenson would thereby become acting 
president. As soon as the election was over, however, 
the Aitken supporters t»ok steps to lay the situation be- 
fore Mr. Lowden and he did accept and his service to 
the Association in bringing the factions together and re- 
storing harmony to the ranks of the Association is a 
matter of well known history. 


The Delegate System Adopted 

In the 1921 meeting, Dr. Howard C. Reynolds intro- 
duced an amendment to the by-laws to provide for the 
election of directors from districts by the members in 
such districts. This plan was ruled to be contrary to the 
laws under which the Association was incorporated. The 
errors and disadvantages of the proxy system were ad- 
mitted by both factions in this discussion, and so when 
at President Aitken’s suggestion, a resolution was intro- 
duced that a committee be appointed to work out the 
problem of providing for a representative form of govern- 
ment for the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, 
to report at the next meeting. It was adopted unani- 
mously, being in fact one of the few unanimous actions 
of the two days’ stormy session. This resolution pre- 
sented by Senator Hackney, provided that the committee 
should consist of H. C. Reynolds, Judge Kellogg and 
another person to be appointed by the chair. President 
Lowden later appointed James A. Reynolds as the third 
member of this committee. 

This committee with others representing both factions 
in the Association met in Chicago shortly after the Syra- 
cuse meeting and again in July at Cleveland, Ohio. Major- 
ity and minority reports of the committee were prepared, 
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the majority report calling for a delegate system of rep- 
resentative government similar in most of its provisions 
to the one under which we are now operating and the 
minority report calling for a direct mail vote. Both sides 
agreed upon the advisability of calling a special meeting 
of the Association at St. Paul, Minnesota, at the time of 
the National Dairy Show for the consideration of this 
matter. Such a meeting was calied for October 11, 1921, 
and there was a gentlemen’s agreement among those who 
had been working with the committee to refrain from 
making another fight for proxies with the accompanying 
bitterness and ill-feeling, in the interest of promoting 
harmony in the ranks of the Association. 

K has been charged of late by those who are seeking 
to promote discord in the Association and to pave the way 
for the proposed new registry association, that those who 
favored the delegate plan had violated the general under- 
standing that proxies would not be solicited and had put 
something over in this way to “disfranchise” the members. 
The facts are that a circular letter went out to the mem- 
bership under date of September 24, 1921, asking for prox- 
ies in support of the H. C. Reynold’s minority “mail vote” 
plan, and opposing the proposed delegate system. C. W. 
Newman of Pennsylvania, who had been associated with 
the proxy control groups of the Syracuse meeting, also 
sent out a letter dated September 26, with an appeal to 
retain the proxy system. Mr. Newman enclosed in his 
letter an anonymous circular filled with scandalous per- 
sonal attacks upon officers of the Association, insinuating 
dishonest motives and generally attempting to create class 
prejudice and ill-feeling among the members. It was ap- 
parently believed by those who prepared this circular that 
there would not be sufficient time to answer it before the 
meeting was held. However, letters were sent out in 
reply about October 4, just a week before the date of the 
meeting, by James A. Reynolds and by representatives of 


seventeen state organizations of Holstein breeders, and 
others who believed that our Association had outgrown 


the proxy system. 


The result was that the facts were very completely 
presented to every member of the Association and the 
issue between the delegate system and the proxy system 
was clearly raised. When the subject came to a vote in 
this meeting, it was found that nearly two-thirds of the 
votes in this meeting favored the adoption of the dele- 
gate system and the ending of the proxy system. After 
the vote was taken, upon motion of Judge Peasley, the 
delegate system was adopted unanimously, so that this 
action received the affirmative vote of 9,133 members of 
this organization, being thus one of the most representa- 
tive meetings our Association has ever held. Therefore, 
the statements that any faction in the Association “put 
something over” upon the membership and “disfranchised”’ 
them at the St. Paul special meeting in 1921, are mani- 
festly unfair and malicious. 


Proxies Always a Source of Trouble 


The proxy system was used in our Association at the 
beginning primarily to meet the provision that 100 mem- 
bers should constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business. Inspection of the records of the early meetings 
shows that it was not until 1904, or until the nineteenth 
annual meeting of this organization, that as many as 100 
members were in personal attendance. Criticism of the 
proxy system is found in the minutes of the meetings as 
early as the second annual meeting when several members 
complained of the operation of the proxy system, one 
member referring to the fact that four importing firms 
were present at the meeting with enough proxies in their 
pockets to control absolutely the action of the Associa- 
tion. Again in 1889, an amendment to the bylaws was 
offered to limit the use of proxies, but no workable plan 
was brought forward and the matter was laid on the table. 
At the annual meeting in 1891, the Secretary, Mr. Wales, 
held sufficient proxies to control the meeting, in fact a 
majority of all the votes at the meeting, and the incident 
was the subject of complaint and criticism on the floor 
of the convention. The same thing was true the following 
year. The feeling finally became so bitter that in 1894 
Mr. F. L. Houghton, our present secretary, succeeded in 
winning tke election of secretary against Mr. Wales, but 
only after seven ballots had been taken. At this meeting 
a vice-president of the Association, Mr. C. E. Rumsey, 
stated on the floor of the convention that it was a curse 
to any association to be governed by proxies, stating that 
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he had come to meetings and felt that he had spent his 
money for nothing simply to ratify the action of a wooden 
vote. Again in 1910, a resolution was introduced to limit 
the use of proxies. Great dissatisfaction was expresseq by 
several members at the operation of the proxy system, 
and a special committee was appointed to investigate and 
report, but no workable plan was provided in this instance 
either. We present these facts from the earlier history 
of the Association as evidence that dissatisfaction at the 
operation of the proxy system was no new thing in the 
affairs of the Association and that it was not done away 
with in favor of the delegate system merely because it 
interferred with the ambitions of a group seeking to con- 
trol the Association, as the promoters of the proposed new 
registry association would make it appear. 

The proxy system is recommended in the printed cir. 
cular referred to as the “business form of government, the 
same as banks, railroads and commercial enterprises”. 
They have adopted an unfortunate argument for the use 
of the proxy system in an association of members. The 
proxy is necessary in business corporations because the 
differeut shareholders have voting power on the basis of 
the amount of their investments—an undemocratic ar- 
rangement for a membership corporation that no one 
would seriously advocate. Further, in most business or- 
ganizations, voting control is centralized—the stockholders’ 
meetings are simply perfunctory and for the purpose of 
ratifying the election of directors and proxies are gener- 
ally necessary to insure the presence of even a quorum. 
Like so many of the arguments put forth by the “malcon- 
tents” this proxy argument fails to “hold water” when sub- 
jected to a little scrutiny. 

Now, after four years of operation, we are convinced 
from our observation that an overwhelming majority of 
the members are well satisfied with the way the delegate 
system is operating and feel that our Association is very 
well rid of the proxy system. Despite powerful legal 
attacks in the courts the delegate system has been upheld 
at every turn. In fact the very character of the opposition 
to it seems to prove its worth. Certainly it is based on 
majority rule throughout and the only members that seem 
to be in favor of returning to the old order of things are 
those self-appointed leaders and demagogues whose own 
selfish purposes were defeated when the proxy system 
was discarded. 


Was the Money Wasted? 


The printed matter circulated among the members of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association by the promoters of 
the proposed new organization states that nearly one and 
a half million dollars of the breeders’ money has been 
wasted by the Association during the past six years. They 
amplify this statement further by saying that it has been 
paid out in unnecessary salaries and for other things 
which the breeders and the industry would be better. off 
without. This statement, of course, is an absurdity. 

The proxy system has gone—and small loss. The po- 
litical ambitions of Reynolds and his satellites were 
thwarted at Syracuse—they blossom perennially at Harris- 


burg. Despite cries of extravagance, we have no doubt 
that the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, strong 
financial organization that it is, can render an honest 


accounting for every penny of money that has been paid 
in. In fact it has rendered such an accounting at the end 
of each year. The history of the financial stewardship of 
the Association will be dealt with in our next article. We 
will examine the record further to see why these cries of 
extravagence have been raised and what support they 
have. Certainly the membership is entitled to know the 
facts in this matter above all others, for in the last analy- 
sis it is more interested in financial strength of an assoc- 
iation and its ability to honestly carry out its contracts 
than in minor complaints of “political mismanagement” 
that are very much discredited by the real facts.

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Iowa Breeders Meet and Banquet 


of the Iowa Holstein Breeders’ 

Association, held in the banquet 
room of the Hotel Russell Lamson at 
Waterloo, Thursday evening, October 
ist, was attended by nearly two hun- 
dred people including breeders of the 
state and their wives and their guests 
from other states who were attending 
the Dairy Cattle Congress. The ban- 
quet came first with J. P. (Pepfull 
Parvin) Eves presiding as master of 
ceremonies, and was one of the 
snappiest as well as most interesting 
affairs of the kind we have ever at- 
tended. We sat down to eat at seven 
and were dismissed for the business 
meeting at nine with something going 
on all during the two short hours. 
At intervals during the serving of the 
delicious repast the various state 
delegations and notable guests (in- 
cluding the press representatives) 
were introduced and allowed to stand 
for a moment for the edification of 
the guests and each group was wel- 
comed with a cheery “How do you 
do?” by the young ladies’ orchestra 
which dispensed a high class brand of 
jass throughout the meal and_ the 
Ames Quartette gave a number of se- 
lections which were repeatedly en- 
cored. 

Except for Judge John L. Smith and 
Mr. K. Mukai of Japan who both 
spoke briefiy and to the point, there 
was only one speaker—Prof. Earl 
Weaver of Ames, who made the trip 
to Europe with the World’s Champion 
Junior Judges from Franklin County, 
Iowa, and who gave a most interest- 
ing account of the trip with particular 
reference to their visit to Holland, 
which he said was the only place 
where they saw really outstanding 
cattle except in the pastures of Scot- 
land. Incidentally he liked the Ayr- 
shires that he saw in the dairy herds 
there much better than those that we 
see in the show rings either in this 
country or abroad. He passed around 
a few pictures to bear out his argu- 
ment that the Holland cattle compare 
very favorably with the Holsteins of 
this country. He believes this is due 
to the selective registration and care- 
ful culling of the Holland herds and 
urged our breeders to pay more atten- 
tion to culling for breed improvement. 
He also described the herd test as 
practiced in Holland and believes that 
is the coming test for this country. 
Infectious abortion is well under con- 
trol in Holland but the tuberculosis 
and foot and mouth conditions there 
as in all the European countries are 
simply beyond any control. Our fed- 
eral and state departments are to be 
commended for their vigorous efforts 
to keep these two scourges in check. 

The medal offered by the State As- 
sociation for the high herd in C. T. 
A. work was presented by Clif Find- 
ley, who is in charge of this work to 
Ray Finster of Eldora, Iowa, whose 
herd of eight purebred Holsteins 
showed an average for the year of 
over 500 Ibs. fat. 

W. B. Barney was called upon and 
spoke feelingly of the late Z. C. 
Thornburg, former president of the 
State Association, after which the 
crowd stood for a moment with bowed 
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heads in silent tribute to the man who 
had been one of lIowa’s leaders in 
promoting the dairy industry. 


The Business Meeting 


The principal business of the meet- 
ing, in addition to electing officers 
and directors for the coming year was 
the passing of a resolution warning 
the breeders of the _ state against 
being misled by any propaganda in 
favor of a new registry association, 
which was passed unanimously with- 
out a single voice being raised in 
question or opposition. The reso!u- 
tion which was presented by Paul P. 
Stewart, follows: 

Whereas: We the members of the 
Iowa Holstein Breeders’ Association, 
Inec., representing over 200 of the real 
Holstein breeders of the state, have 
faith in our own National organiza- 
tion, the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America, and realizing that any 
change in the policy of the same lies 
in our own hands,— 

Resolved, that we do warn any Hol- 
stein breeders against joining any 
rival organization until a complete 
investigation of the purposes, meth- 
ods and ultimate outcome of such an 
organization may be made. 

After the resolution was passed, W. 
A. Prescott of The World staff was 
called upon to explain some of the 
dangers and difficulties of such an or- 
ganization and Earl Cooper, acting 
head of the National Extension Serv- 
ice told something about what the Ex- 
tension Department has done and 
plans to do. His remarks were re- 
ceived with great applause. 

Acting president O. E. Hatch was 
unanimously reelected and the follow- 
ing men were chosen as directors at 
large, most of them being reelections: 
R. A. Arnold, J. P. Eves, W. B. 
Barney, Earl Weaver, A. M. McColl, 
E. H. Maytag and L. S. Gillette. In 
addition to the seven directors at 
large, each organized county has the 
privilege of electing its own director 
on the board, thirteen counties being 
represented at the meeting. 

At the directors’ meeting the fol- 
lowing morning, other officers were 
chosen as follows: vice-president, A. 
M. McColl; treasurer, E. J. Peake; 
secretary, H. W. Gleim, all being re- 
elected. Mr. Gleim was continued as 
Field Secretary on a part time basis. 
The new Executive Committee is 
made up of O. E. Hatch, A. M. McColl, 
E. J. Peake, J. P. Eves and Paul P. 
Stewart. This committee will be the 
neucleus of the Steering Committee 
for the National Association Conven- 
tion to be held in Des Moines next 
June, with power to draft assistants 
for committee work. As a permanent 
Sale Committee, O. E. Hatch, Ear) 
Weaver and Paul P. Stewart were 
chosen. This committee was given 
complete authority for making 
arrangements to manage the next Na- 
tional Sale, with power to choose any 
necessary assistants.

She has had an average of 101.06 

pounds of milk per day ever since 
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she started on test, and is milking 
evenly at the present time.—Merton

URGES MEDALS INSTEAD OF 
CASH 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

The letter from Supt. Gardner, in 
your issue of September 26th, giving 
his views on the official test work, 
hits the nail right on the head. Es- 
pecially is this true when he opposes 
the use of cow test records in the 
Blue Book. I had one year’s trial in 
one of these associations and was 
soon convinced that the results would 
be of little value as the methods of 
taking milk samples and keeping feed 
costs were most inaccurate. We 
preeders doing official and semi-offi- 
cial works should fight to the end any 
effort to admit these cow test asso- 
ciation records to the blue book, for 
they are so easy to falsify that they 
would soon destroy all faith in any 
of our records. 

In regard to the return to prize 
money I think that Mr. Gardner is 
only partly right; although he is in a 
position to know the popular opinion 
better than any one else. I think the 
return to a cash prize would be a mis- 
take as the breeders who would win 
large sums seldom need the cash and 
the smaller breeders would hardly 
win enough to make any great differ- 
ence. However I do believe that the 
present system of not awarding any 
prize, other than the publication of 
the honor list, is a grave mistake. 
We all know how proud a breeder 
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feels when he can show ribbons won 
at even a small cattle show and it 
seems as if some such system should 
be used in place of prize money for 
advaneed registry prizes. Some kind 
of medals such as are used in one of 
the other breeds would be most de- 
sirable, but if our association cannot 
afford it then give us prize ribbons 
or certificates or any other kind of 
permanent prize that can be arranged. 
I may be mistaken in this view but 
personally I would rather win a 
medal, no matter how small its value, 
which would be a source of pride for 
years, rather than to win a cash prize 
which would soon go the way of all 
cash and be forgotten.

The 
business of raising fur bearing ani- 
mals in captivity has made great 
strides during the past few years and 
constantly increasing numbers. of 
farmers and breeders are taking it 
up as a profitable side line.

Holsteins at Kansas State Fair

week, the Holstein - Friesian 

show of the Kansas State Fair 
at Hutchinson, easily was the big cat- 
tle event of the week, in number of 
cattle, number of herds represented 
and interest attending the showing. 
Twenty exhibitors showed, mostly of 
Kansas, but with Colorado, Nebraska, 
Missouri, Iowa and Texas well repre- 
sented, the exhibit was much the 
same as that at the Kansas Free Fair. 
Differences in the placing were due 
chiefly to the favoring of different 
types by Judge Gillette, who judged 
at Topeka and Prof. O. E. Reed of the 
Michigan Agricultural College, who 
judged at Hutchinson. Judge Gil- 


A S AT TOPEKA, the preceding 


lette’s well known preference for dairy 


form and extreme quality caused his 
selections to differ considerably in 
some rings, from those of Prof. Reed, 
who has a liking for the evidences of 


robustness in Holsteins so long as the 
indications of production also are 
good. 

The most pronounced effect of this 
difference came in the placing of aged 
cows, in which Judge Reed made first, 
and later senior and grand champion, 
George Appleman’s big capacity cow, 
Lottie De Kol Clothilde, sister of the 
famous “Zwingara” which was not in 
the money at Topeka. In the same 
class the Topeka champion, J. M. 
Barnett’s more refined King Segis 
Pontiac Lovera, was placed _ third. 
This class at Topeka, numbered 25, 
and Judge Gillette found enough cows 
of what is sometimes described as the 
“quality, breedy type” to fill the 
money places without starting on 
some outstanding cows of greater 
scale, which included Appleman’s 
champion and _ her _ three-year-old 
daughter, a cow .which more re-

and the wonderful future which young 
cows of this sort sometimes have. 

Likewise in bulls, Prince’s massgiyg 
three-year-old, Castine Sir Johanna 
Nig Ormsby, not placed at Topeka 
(where three-year-olds had to show 
with those four and over) was made 
senior and grand champion. The 
Modern Woodmen of America herd 
did not show at Hutchinson and the 
herd from the farm of the Arkansas 
Valley Sugar Beet Company came in, 
another factor in change of ratings, 
King’s high quality two-year-old, 
Berylwood Prince Johanna Segis, that 
was senior and grand champion at 
Topeka, was second in Class, losing 
to the Forum Farm bull of a little 
more scale, that was second to him 
the week before. 

Exhibitors seemed to have every 
respect for the decisions at both 
shows, recognizing that they resulted 
in a difference in belief as to what 
constitutes best Holsteins, a differ. 
ence which doubtless will be found to 
exist in some form, fifty years from 
now. Breed tendencies, local feed 
conditions, changing trade demands 
and other influences can make a type 
now properly second choice, become 
strictly the first choice ten years from 
now. In this business, both an art 
and a science, the science end of it 
never will come in to the class of 
exact sciences. 

Besides the championships mention- 
ed, junior championship for bull went 
to George Bradfield on Canary Paul 
Anna Homestead, top yearling in a 
ring of 12, and junior championship 
for females to A. J. King on Carna- 
tion Netherland Segis, that was first 
prize junior yearling at Topeka, and 
at Hutchinson, where the yearlings 
were not divided, won over the senior 
yearling, Forum Flora Madison, that 
was junior champion at Topeka. 

The contests were real, and Kansas 
Holstein fans have not had as many 
thrills in home shows, before.

What Miss Ward had to say con- 
cerning the utensils is peculiarly fit- 
ting. “Milk can be very easily con- 
taminated through the utensils used. 
Now granting that this cow is healthy 
and kept in clean quarters, granted 
also that the milker is clean in his 
methods, it is very easy to produce 
inferior milk by the use of inferior 
and unsanitary containers. 

“We have seen some dairymen and 
farmers milking in old, battered up, 
open pails like my team mate is 
showing you. This pail has not been 
washed and offers a splendid example 
of contamination. It is also an open 
pail and a great deal of the surface is 
thus exposed to the air allowing dust 
and dirt to fall in. Now the better 
pail is the one my team mate is show- 
ing you. This is a properly cleansed 
pail with smooth surface both inside 
and out. No dirt has been allowed to 
collect in the seams or in other 
places. It has been properly scalded. 
You will also notice that this pail is 
partly closed and serves as a protec- 
tion to the milk before it is strained.”

Sditor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

In The World of August 29th you 
have two editorials that give much 
food for thought. “The Needs of the 
Breed” and “Butterfat Percentages.” 

The Holstein-Friesian Association 
has failed in many ways to encourage 
real improvement in the breed and 
has rather encouraged the making of 
a few big records. 

The 7-day test in my opinion has 
never -been of any benefit to the 
breed in the way of real dairy im- 
provement. It has helped as a press 
agent stunt to attract attention but 
that day is passed. On the other 
hand the 7-day test has given false 
value to a great many low-testing 
families that ought to have _ been 
dropped by breeders. The butterfat

question has lost more beginners to 
the Holstein-Friesian business than 
any other one thing yet; the Holstein- 
Friesian Association has done very 
little to aid breeders to overcome it. 

As I said before the 7-day test is 
a false guide because many low-test- 
ing cows show high tests in 7-day 
tests. 

Our yearly records are not the aid 
that they might be because the Asso- 
ciation does not make any open rec- 
ord of the butterfat tests. 

What an aid to breeders it would be 
if all yearly records were listed giv- 
ing the butterfat test, total milk and 
total fat. If each sire’s yearly’ record 
daughters were’ so listed it would 
wake up some people as to the low 
testing stock back of the sires they 
are using.

NEW DAIRY SPECIALIST JOINS 
PENN. STATE EXTENSION 
FORCE 


George A, Taylor, a graduate of the 
University of Minnesota dairy course, 
has been appointed extension special- 
ist in dairy manufacturing at the 
Pennsylvania State College. He suc. 
ceeds L.-W. Morley, who resigned to 
become director of extension and 
register of merit for the American 
Jersey Cattle Club. 

The new specialist comes to his 
work in Pennsylvania well prepared 
by several years of practical work in 
both the manufacturing and educa- 
tional phases. For the first two 
years following graduation he was 
employed by the Evansville Pure Milk 
Company in Indiana, where he was in 
charge of the milk department and 
making up of ice cream mix. He was 
also engaged in quality production 
work with the farmers. 

In the spring of 1924, Taylor went 
with the Almito Dairy Company, 
Omaha, Nebraska, as plant superin- 
tendent. There 40,000 pounds of milk 
were handled daily for the retail and 
wholesale trade, and _ butter, con- 
densed milk, and cottage cheese were 
also manufactured. On January 1, 
1925, he went with the Twin City Milk 
Producers’ Association. He was 
placed in charge of the sanitation de- 
partment which included work in 
sanitation on the farms and in the 
plants and had to do with the con- 
dition of the milk as it arrived at the 
distributors for bottling. 

From this position he comes to 
Pennsylvania where his services are 
now available in educational work in 
dairy manufacturing.
